4. BSC APPLICATION TO SSHRC AID TO RESEARCH ANTRANSFERJOURNALS 
PROGRAM 










In June 2001, the Society submitted an application to the Social Sciences and Humanities 
Research Council’s Research Communication Program: Aid to Research and Transfer Journals. 
If the Society is successful, it will receive funding over a three year period for a total dollar 
amount of $37,000. The grant will be administered by the Society. The application was prepared 
by Sheila Latham, David McKnight and Peter McNally. For the benefit of members, please find 
reprinted below an excerpt from the application which outlines the goals and abjectives of the 
SSHRC application. Results of the competition will be published on October 31, 2002. 









Excerpt from the Application: 






As the primary scholarly communication vehicle for the Bibliographical Society of Canada, the 
Papers/Cahiers represents one of the most important repositories of scholarly research in the field 
of bibliography and print culture in Canada. Two key issues facing the Society and the future of 
the journal are: 









|. In order to be effective, to remain relevant and to insure survival, the society believes it is 
necessary to expand the subscription base of the Papers/Cahiers. The direct consequence will be 
to increase the journal's profile and readership, and improve the potential of an increased 
contributors’ pool, especially new and younger scholars in the field. 








2. The Society understands the importance of providing enhanced access to the contents of the 
Papers/Cahiers in electronic format. In 1997 the Society solicited a report on the viability of 
electronic publishing: however, as the report noted, without funding conversion to electronic 
format will be impossible. McGill University and the University of Toronto will collaborate in 
the digitization of the Papers/Cahiers. 














The three year plan is three fold: 


* Undertake an aggressive subscription campaign to increase the visibility of the 
Papers/Cahiers. 


Convert the print back file of the papers into a full-text database. 


Design the necessary technological infrastructure to enable the society to publish future 
issues of the Papers/Cahiers online. 


With respect to the digitization of the Papers/Cahiers the Publication Committee believes that the 
Society and the scholarly community at large will benefit in the following ways: 


1. Provide full text access to the contents of the journal (including articles, book reviews and 
related materials). 

2. Support researchers in the field of bibliographic studies and book history through access to 
the electronic back files of the Papers. 

3. Improve access to the contents through online indexing. 

4. Aid the BSC/SBC in developing a cost effective model for scholarly publishing 


Increase the visibility of the journal and the principal activities of the Society via the World Wide 
Web. 


5. REPORT ON THE ONE DAY FORUM ON THE FUTURE OF THE CANADIAN 
INSTITUTE FOR HISTORICAL MICROREPRODUCTIONS. 


On June 1, 2002 CIHM hosted a one day “Vision Session” at the Ottawa Marriott Hotel. The 
participants included the CIHM board of directors and eleven representatives from a diverse 
group of national associations and societies including the Bibliographical Society of Canada. The 
Society's representative was David McKnight. The one day session was led by management guru 
John Butcher of Associates in Planning Inc. The meeting was held in the wake of the resignation 
of long time CIHM executive director, Pam Bjornson and an increasing uncertainty regarding the 
Institutes future as an organization, but also its physical location in the National Library of 
Canada, As the program noted, the purpose of the meeting was “[t]o determine where CIHM 
should be positioned to be a truly valuable organization supporting the scholarly research 
community.” Participants formed small groups reporting to the whole in a series of brainstorming 
sessions throughout the day. The groups focussed upon the task of establishing the criteria by 
which CIHM can be deemed a “truly valuable organization”. As if anticipating critics of CIHM, 
participants were asked to create alternate visions that might make CIHM more attractive to 
various scholarly communities and individual researchers across Canada. [t seemed to this 
observer that to doubt CIHM’s value was perplexing, especially, in light of CIHM’s recent 
laudable move to keep pace with preservation and access technology with the laudable Early 
Canadiana Online project. A repeated concern through out the day was the fact that the 
Canadian research landscape would be greatly impoverished with the disappearance of CIHM 
and the necessary funding levels must be maintained and mechanisms for other revenue streams 
must be found to insure that Canada’s printed past will be preserved and made accessible in the 
future. In a press release dated June 2001, the CIHM board of directors announced the 
appointment of Magdalene Albert as organizations’ new executive director. 








6. THE BERNARD AMTMANN AND MARIE TREMAINE FELLOWSHIPS / LES 
BOURSES BERNARD AMTMANN ET MARIE TREMAINE 


The Bernard Amtmann Fellowship is offered in memory of Bernard Amtmann (1907 - 1979) 
the noted bookseller and specialist in Canadiana. The Fellowship was offered for the first time in 
1992 and will be offered every three years thereafter to support the work of a scholar in one of 
Mr. Amtmann’s principal areas of interest: Canadiana, book collecting, bookselling, and 
bibliography. Special Consideration will be given to applicants working on some aspect of the 
book trade. The Fellowship, which is in the amount of $1500.00, is open to non-Canadians and to 
those who are not members of the Bibliographical Society of Canada, 


The Marie Tremaine Fellowship is offered in memory and through the generosity of Marie 
Tremaine (1902 - 1984) the doyenne of Canadian bibliographers. The Fellowship was instituted 
in 1987 and is offered annually to support the work of a scholar engaged in some area of 
bibliographical research, including textual studies and publishing history and with a particular 
emphasis on Canada. The Fellowship, which is in the amount of $1000.00 is open only to 
members of the Bibliographical Society of Canada. 


Both Fellowships will be awarded only in support of specific research projects involving discrete 
areas of research. Projects which are part of some larger undertaking will not be considered 
unless they can be completed on their own and can lead the findings which are reportable or 
publishable in themselves. The funds available are for out-of-pocket expenses as travel fares and 
subsistence, and technical services or supplies and may not be used for salaries or stipends. The 
fellowships are awarded in the spring.

10. HISTORY OF THE BOOK IN CANADA PROJECT UPDATE 


Summer and early autumn of 2001 were busy for the editors and staff of the History of the Book 
in Canada/Histoire du livre et de l'imprimé au Canada. We have been engaged in the planning and 
the staging of conferences, in numerous research projects, and in refining the tables of contents 
for all three volumes. 


Conferences 


The open conference for Volume 2 (1840-1918) was held in Montreal, 18-19 May at the 
Bibliothéque nationale du Québec. Ninety-four participants enjoyed two days of papers on topics 
from Missionary presses in British Columbia to labour conditions of Quebec typographical! 
workers and a Newfoundland literary society. A draft table of contents for Volume 2 was 
presented by the volume editors, Fiona Black (Dalhousie and University of Regina) and Yvan 
Lamonde (McGill) at a lively session on the second morning. Conference-goers sampled Quebec 
wine and cheese at a reception on Friday and dined with colleagues at area restaurants on 
Saturday. 


At the time of writing, plans were well underway for the third and final open conference, for 
Volume 3 (1918-2000), in Vancouver, 15-17 November at Simon Fraser University's Harbour 
Centre campus.

Research projects 
Twenty graduate research assistants and three post-doctoral students were employed at 
HBiC/HLIC sites across Canada this summer. The Volume 3 team in Vancouver continued its 
analysis of Canadian theses relating to book history, and gathered information on writers-in- 
residence programs, pornography, and government cultural policy, as well as conditions of 
authorship and multicultural publishing. At University of Regina, summer projects focussed on 
wheat pool libraries and on textbooks used in the Prairies. A Toronto-McGill team is well- 
launched on a database of catalogues of libraries, booksellers, auctions, etc. Also at McGill, and 
in collaboration with Paul Aubin, the database of Canadian textbooks is growing steadily. The 
Sherbrooke team continues to document 20th-century francophone publishing houses, including 
publishers in Western Canada. Volume | Quebec City researchers explored lesser-explored 
archives and libraries, notably that of the Hépital général de Québec, and parish archives, The 
Dalhousie team was fully engaged in the design and creation of the project's databases, especially 
the database of historical literature on Canadian print culture, along with the Dalhousie website 
which will host the databases. The Dal team also developed a comprehensive book history 
thesaurus for use with historical literature database and other project endeavours. The team is 
planning to demonstrate the website at the November conference. 


Volume | students at Toronto worked on two databases: the Canadian Book Trade Index/Index 
canadien des métiers du livre (CBTI/CML) and a Pre-1840 Canadian Imprints database/Banque 
de données des imprimés canadiens avant 1840. CBTV/ICML includes members of the book and 
related trades (bookbinders, booksellers, journalists, librarians, papermakers, etc.) with an initial 
focus on the pre-1840 period. The Imprints/Imprimés database researchers concentrated over the 
summer on 1821-1840 Atlantic imprints. Collaboration with Elaine Hoag at the National Library 
of Canada and librarians at the BNQ has proven invaluable in this search. 
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Volume production 


A much-revised Volume | Table of Contents was sent to the project's Advisory Board and 
Editorial Committee in mid-October for comment and suggestion. At the time of writing, Volume 
[I revisions were continuing and the Volume III table was being prepared for discussion at the 
Vancouver conference. 


Promotion 

In addition to these research and editorial activities, team members participated in a number of 
public events. The Vancouver, Toronto and Halifax sites took part in Word on the Street in their 
cities. We also had a booth at this year’s renowned Wayzgoose printers’ fair in Grimsby Ontario, 
and at the Canadian Bookbinders and Book Artists’ Guild Book Fair in Toronto. The project 
editorial team would also be pleased to address any local library groups and would welcome such 
invitations from Society members. 


Appointment 


Volume II co-editor Fiona Black has returned to Dalhousie University as an assistant professor in 
the School of Library and Information Studies. She is continuing to direct research at the prairie 
site in Regina where she is an adjunct professor.

Conférences 


La conférence publique consacrée au deuxi¢me volume (1840-1918) s'est tenue 4 Montréal, les 
18 et 19 mai dernier a la Bibliothéque nationale du Québec. Quatre-vingt quatorze participants 
ont assisté a la conférence qui, pendant deux jours, a présenté des sujets allant des presses des 
missionnaires en Colombie-Britannique aux conditions de travail des typographes au Québec, en 
passant par la société littéraire de Terre-Neuve. Fiona Black (Dalhousie et université de Regina), 
et Yvan Lamonde (McGill) ont présenté une version préalable de la table des matiéres du 
deuxiéme volume durant la s¢ance matinale du 19 mai. Tout le monde a pu goiter aux vins et 
fromages québécois durant la réception du vendredi et souper avec leurs collégues dans les 
restaurants du coin le samedi. 


Au moment ot nous écrivons, l’organisation de la troisitme conférence préparatoire du troisi¢me 
volume (1918-2000) est déja bien avancée. Cette conférence aura lieu 4 Vancouver du 15 au 
17 novembre dans les locaux de l’université Simon Fraser, cité universitaire Harbour Centre.

Projets de recherche 


Cet été, vingt assistants de recherche et trois étudiants en études post-doctorales, tous répartis un 
peu partout au Canada, ont travaillé sur les sites HBiC/HLIC. A Vancouver, |équipe du troisiéme 
volume a poursuivi l’analyse des théses canadiennes sur histoire du livre et a réuni des 
informations sur les programmes d'écrivains résidents, la pornographie et la politique culturelle 
du gouvernement, ainsi que sur les conditions de paternité littéraire et la publication 4 caractére 
multiculturel. A l"université Regina, les projets de I’été ont porté sur les bibliothéques du syndicat 
du blé et les manuels utilisés dans les Prairies. Une équipe Toronto-McGill est déja bien avancée 
daris le lancement d'une banque de données sur les bibliothéques, les librairies, les ventes aux 
enchéres, etc. A McGill, en collaboration avee Paul Aubin, la banque de données des manuels 
canadiens grandit de fagon constante. L'équipe de Sherbrooke continue de documenter les 
maisons d’édition francophones du XXe siécle, y compris Jes éditeurs de |’Quest du Canada. Les 
chercheurs de Québec pour le premier volume fouillent les archives et les bibliothéques encore 
peu explorées, telles que celles de |'H6pital général de Québec et les archives paroissiales 
L’équipe de Dalhousie était entiérement occupée 4 concevoir et mettre en oeuvre les banques de 
données du projet, surtout celle de la littérature historique de |"imprimé canadien, ainsi que le site 
Internet de Dalhousie destiné 4 accueillir ces banques de données. L*équipe de Dal a également 
développé un thesaurus exhaustif sur I"histoire du livre pour accompagner la banque de données 
sur la littérature historique et autres projets connexes. Elle prévoit de faire une démonstration des 
possibilités du site Internet durant la conférence de novembre. 


Les étudiants du premier volume ont travaillé sur deux banques de données : |"Index canadien des 
métiers du livre/Canadian Book Trade Index (ICML/CBTI) et la Banque de données des 
imprimeés canadiens avant 1840/ Pre-1$40 Canadian Imprints database. ICML/CBTI traite des 
membres des métiers du livre et des métiers connexes (relieurs, libraires, journalistes, 
bibliothécaires, ouvriers papetiers, etc.), et se concentre en premier lieu sur la période d’avant 
1840. Les chercheurs de la banque de données des imprimés se sont penchés, durant |"été. sur les 
imprimés de la région de |"Atlantique de 1821 A 1840. La collaboration d’Elaine Hoag de la 
Bibliothéque nationale du Canada et celle des bibliothécaires de la BNOQ s'est avérée, pour cela, 
irremplacable. 


Production du volume 
A la mi-octobre, on a soumis une version trés révisée de la table des matiéres du premier volume 
au Comité consultatif et au Comité éditorial du projet, afin d’obtenir des commentaires et 
suggestions. Au moment ov nous écrivons, les révisions du deuxiéme volume sont en cours, et 
l'on prépare la table des matiéres du troisiéme volume afin de pouvoir en discuter au cours de la 
conférence 4 Vancouver. 


Promotion 
En plus de ces recherches et activités éditoriales, les membres de I’équipe ont participé a un 
certain nombre d’événements publics. Les sites de Vancouver, Toronto et Halifax ont pris part a 
la journée Word on the Street dans leur ville respective. Nous avions également un stand a la 
foire des imprimeurs Wayzgoose bien connue, 4 Grimsby en Ontario, ainsi qu’é la foire de 
Canadian Bookbinders and Book Artists Guild & Toronto. L’équipe éditoriale du projet serait 
également lieureuse d’intervenir auprés des groupes de bibliothéques locales et accueillerait avec 
plaisir l’invitation des membres de telles sociétés.

Fiona Black, co-directrice du deuxiéme volume, a été nomineée A |"université Dalhousie en tant 


que professeure assistante au Département d'études en information et bibliothéconomie. Elle 
continue de diriger les recherches du site des Prairies 4 Regina en tant que professeure adjointe.
